It is significant that just as Congressman Hobson 


.was 'Sounding the tocsin of war soon to come with Ja- 
pah the president was forwarding to the United 
States senate a new treaty.of commerce and navigation 
.with the government of the great nation of the Orient. 
,THe-new pact is to take the place of the one entered 
into:'in 1894 and expiring next year and it is expected 
that-it will greatly promote good will between the two 
nations by omitting all reference to the immigration of 
'Japanese laborers to the United States. This is the 
'feature of paramount importance in the treaty, as it 
has :lorig been recognized that this was the greatest 
source of possible friction between the two countries 
and Japan has insisted that the new.treaty should con- 
tain 'no provision recognizing the right of the United 
States to pass laws excluding Japanese subjects from. 
this country. 


Japan has gained her point, as this provision has 


been waived by the United, States in the new treaty. 
iThe matter of restricting immigration between the two 
countries is left to the national honor of each. . That 
is, instead of placing a ban against Japanese immigra- 
tion, a sort of international "gentlemen's agreement' 
has been entered into, whereby Japan ^vill recognize, 
immigration as distasteful, and a subject of friction 
and will continue the present custom of restriction.-.

the acknowledgement by the United States that Jap-

Unlike China, whose coolie laborers are excluded, 


Japan stands on a plane with any .European country, 
subject to the general immigration laws of the United 
States. After the pending treaty is ratified and the 
present treaty ceases to exist the white problem as to 
whether Japanese immigration shall be restricted .will 
rest with Japan. 


It is assumed that Japan will recognize that un- 


restricted immigration will create resentment on the 
Pacific coast, just as the United States has recognized 
in negotiating this treaty the extreme sensitiveness of 
the Japanese on the point of writing into a treaty-'the 
right of a country to -exclude her subjects. 


It is said to be no longer a serious question as to 


how California will behave. Her interests require that 
she should cease causing friction over the presence 
of Japanese within her borders because she has on 
hand the work of preparing for the Panama Canal 


, Exposition in 1915. 


Self interest, it is believed, will place her on her 


good behavior until that time. After that the limita- 
tion of immigration by Japan will probably regulate 
the r:nount of antagonism shown on the Pacific coast. 


„.- The Pacific coast senators were consulted before the 


treaty was negotiated and they acquiesced in omitting 
the right of this country to exclude Japanese laborers.

The essential of the Swiss referendum can be stated 


in a few words. The institution exists, in two forms 
—cantonal and federal. In all of the 22 cantons save 
one (Freiburg), the referendum, in one form or an- 
other, has been established by law. In about half of 
them, the submission of measures for the direct vote 
of the people takes place only if a stipulated percent- 
age of the voters of the canton request it. In the re- 
maining cantons it is obligatory in the case of every 
measure, important or unimportant, contested or non- 
contested. It is obligatory in all cantons, furthermore, 
whenever an amendment of the cantonal constitution 
is under consideration. 


In the domain of the federal government the refer- 


endum has been employed since 1848 in respect to con- 
stitutional amendments, and since 1874 in respect to 
legislative acts. All laws', rules and regulations of the 
confederation are passed by the two chambers, the 
National Assembly and the Cantonal Assembly; but 
all laws and such regulations as are general in their 
application, and not immediately urgent, are submit- 
ted to the people for their adoption or rejection, un- 
der either of two circumstances: First, when such 
submission is requested by as many as eSght of the 
cantons, and. second, when it is called for 'by 30,000 
citizens possessed of the franchise. 
Between 
the 


years 1874 and 1909 the Swiss chambers passed 264 
laws and regulations in respect^ to which the optiona 
referendum might have been applied. The referen 
dum was, as a matter of fact, demanded and appliec 
only 30 times, with the result of the rejection of 
measures and the final adoption of 12.

Turnip Croquettes. 


.Boil one firm yellow 
turnip with 


two white .potatoes; when thoroughly 
done rnash 
smooth., add a gill-uf 


cream, one egg, pepper, .salt, -butter 
and a quarter.of a cup of finely chop- 
ped pecans, a slight dusting of sugar, 
adding enough cracker dust to form 
into croquettes. -Fry in'hot lard, drain 
arid'serve in a. napkin garnished with 
parsley arid thinly sliced lemon. 


Of course all of the boiling vege- 


tables may. be varied by the sauces 
served .with them.. Cabbage-even on 
occasion may. be-boiled, drained, chop- 
ped fine and drained again, then 
served with .a good caper sauce, which 
makes it most appetizing. 


Economical Meat Pies

There Is no more economical way of 


up meat left-ov*rs than In mak- 


ing them into homemade meat pies, 
which may b« made very toothsome. 
The 
average 
American 
housewife 


seems to neglect these in her weekly 
menus. 


Th» meat pie of English fame is In- 


variably made without an under crust, 
and with the inverted cup to draw up 
the gravy in the bottom. 


The Xew England housewives u»e. 


as a rule, both the upper and under 
crust, also making use of the cup. so 
that the gravy may not soak into the 
crust and make It soggy. 
All meat 


pies require an opening In the upper 
crust large enough to allow. the gas 
to pass off. tor If It la confined within, 
especially with chicken pies, it Is sup- 
posed to be injurious to the digestive 
organs. The puff, paste is good for the 
game pies, but very rich, and It takes 
more time to make It. while the ordi- 
nary home pie crust, if it is light and 
flaky, is equally good. 


A Chicken Pie. 


A properly made chicke.n pie is not 


only appetizing, but Is 'also very en- 
joyable cold, for the jelly sets in the 
gravy, and If the big bones have been 
removed It Is. like jellied chicken in- 
side the.flaky crust. In Xew England, 
more especially perhaps than in other 
parts of the country. Is the chicken pie 
the moif highly esteemed addition to 
all high-day and holiday feasts of Im- 
portance. The following is the correct 
recipe for its concoction: 


Chicken Pie. 


Select and carefully joint a 
fresh 


dry picked chicken, and'start It to boil 
In fair water, adding one onion, an or- 
dinary soup hunch, which is removed 
as soon as Its flavor has been extracted, 
and a little salt and ppper. Boll until 
It Is very tender, then remove from 
the flre and while hot jtrlp out some 
of the largest bones. When slightly 
cool, have ready the deep, well buttered 
and pastry lined dish, and arrange the 
chicken in the bottom. 
Slice a few 


slices of hard boiled eggs through it. 
boil the' gravy It was cooked In for 
a few minutes with the hones, then 
strain' over the chicken. Put on the 
upper, crust, leaving the opening, and 
bake in the oven three hours. 
Cover 


the crust with a piece of brown paper 
It it seems inclined 
to 
brown- too 


quickly. 
When It Is cold it will be 


found to have Jellied most satisfactor- 
ily by this method' of making it. 


Beefsteak Pie. 


Cut two pounds of'rump-steak into 


small pieces, say two inches square; 
arrange on the bottom crust iri layers, 
with seasoning of pepper, salt,'. juice 
of one onion, a generous'lump' of but- 
ter a rid'a. very thinly 'sliced ' carrot, 
add a cupful of water, cross^ two thin

slices of bacon on the top, put on the 
upper crust, and bake one and a, half 
hours. 


Veal and Ham Pie. 


Cut two pounds of veal cutlets Into 


squares, cut also a pound of cold 
boiled ham Into small pieces and place 
alternate layers in the bottom crust. 
Between the layers mix and scatter 
pepper, salt, a teaspoonful of savory 
herbs and a minced hollexj egg. Add 
a half pint of water and the top crust 
and hake one and a half hours. 
When 


done pour in through a funnel a pint 
of hot. stock that .Is rich enough to 
jell \v1ien It gets cool. 


Giblet Pie. 


Glenn n set of goose or duck glbleti 


nnd a set of chicken giblets, and put 
them into a stewpa-n with a pint of 
water, one onion, pepper and a. few 
sprigs'of'savory herbs. 
Simmer 
for 


one nnd a half hours, take them out 
and cut them Into small pieces and let 
them cool. Take one round ot rump 
steak and cut into inch pieces, put In 
alternate layers Into the crust lined 
dish, adding salt and pepper, the juice 
of an onion and a stalk of finely minced 
celery, a lump of 'butter, and strain 
ov<5r all the gravy in which the glblet* 
were boiled. Cover with the top cruet, 
leaving the hole, and bake on« hour 
and a half In an even oven.' 


These' pies are quite good • enough, 


preceded by a soup, followed by ft 
simple salad, with crackers and cheese, 
arid any well likea dessert, to make the 
meat 'course of a good family dinner, 
Baked potatoes and one vegetable may 
be, • added to the course If they are 
needed.

Until the springtime has come and 


Sons and summer begins to lay over- 
the now frozen earth its velvet cover- 
ins ot green the beet prices are not 
going to change materially from what 
they are at the present time. There 
has been but very little change in the 
prie.es of beef for several weeks. They 
are now about one-half cent higher 
than they were two weeks ago. 
The 


price may go higher and It may not.

Hogs have not changed in price, 


particularly in the last few days, the 
top price being J7.36. This, however. 
Is a big drnp from what It was a few 
months ago. Then it was up above $9. 
With open weather the packers are of 
the. opinion that hogs will decline In 
price. On the Barr street market this 
morning farmers were selling dressed 
hogs :at JO. 


With the fall in the price ot eggs 


and the continued high prices on beef, 
the hen fruit hns eome into favor with 
many people.
